State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three select- 
men, and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose three trustees, one for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years, who 
shall have charge of all trust funds as provided by 
chapter 162, session laws of 1915, determine the amount 
of their bond, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the 
provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, or amendments 
thereto, and pass any other vote or votes in relation to 
the same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of the ‘‘ Trunk Line’’ and ‘‘State Aid’’ highways in said 
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town, and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what method the town will vote 
to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, and pass 
any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of street lights for the ensuing year, and pass any other 
_ vote or votes relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifty dollars for Memorial 
Day expenses. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) for exterminating the Brown- 
tail and Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. * 

ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing sidewalks 
in the villages of Milton and Milton Mills, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to hire a 
sum of money not to exceed one-fourth the cost for the 
completion of the ‘“Trunk Line’’ highway on both sides 
of the two railroad crossings in said town, providing the 
state will pay three-fourths of the cost, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing that part 
of the ‘‘State Aid’’ highway leading from the black- 
smith shop of A. B. McFarland to Rocky bridge, so- 
called, the distance being approximately nine hundred 
feet, and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto, 
upon petition of J. E. Horne and nine others. 
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ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money, not ex- 
ceeding one thousand, seven hundred and thirty-seven 
dollars and fifty cents ($1,737.50), the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay on its notes and interest, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00), in addition to that required by 
law, to provide for the cost of maintaining the Free 
Public Library located at Milton Mills, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to cele- 
brate an ‘‘Old Home Day,’’ and to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not to exceed two hundred dollars 
($200.00) to defray the expenses of same, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. ‘To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

Report of the School Board 


The close of this spring term of school will com- 
plete twelve years in which the number of weeks in the 
school year .has been uniform throughout the district. 
Thirty-six weeks seem necessary for the required work. 
Less than this would deprive our pupils of some of the 
advantages which pupils of most towns of the state 
now enjoy. 

There have been but few changes in the teaching 
force the past year. The resignation of Miss Dickson, 
of South Milton, to begin a course of instruction at the 
Plymouth Normal school, and of Miss Jeffers, of Milton 
Mills, to take up other lines of work, were accepted. 
For the former school Mrs. Cora Hayes, an experienced 
teacher was secured, and for the latter Miss Bertha 
Philbrick a Normal graduate and a very successful 
teacher was employed. The death of Miss Philbrick, a 
very few weeks after beginning of her school work, 
cast a gloom over the entire town. The cutting short 
of her young life and her removal from a ealling to 
which she was so well fitted, by training and natural 
endowment, is a distinct loss to the community and 
particularly to the schools. Mr. Willie Ayer has suc- 
ceeded Miss Philbrick in the intermediate department. 

The heating system at the Milton Mills school build- 
ing has been thoroughly overhauled and new piping 
installed. The grounds at the Milton school have been 
graded. The schoolhouse at West Milton has under- 
gone extensive repairs, the foundation entirely rebuilt 
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and cemented, new hardwood floors laid; and larger 
windows have been placed on the south side of the 
school room. The necessary wood work has been given 
one coat of paint; but thorough repainting should be 
done this summer. 

At South Milton the schoolhouse should have new 
floors, and the fence around the grounds should be 
painted. A new fence must be built on the south and 
west side of the grounds at the Milton village school. 

In closing, the attention of our voters is respect- 
fully called to the fund left by the generosity of the late 
Lewis W. Nute to the common schools of Milton. The 
question arises: was it the intention of the donor to 
lift, in part, the burden of taxes from our property 
owners ; or was it to give to our children advantages 
additional to those already enjoyed in towns having no 
such endowment? If the latter, is not some teaching 
of drawing or music or both due our pupils? |
